The nation was shocked 
and frightened by the report 
or thousands of defttrmed 
babies born after their moth- 
ers took a sedative containing 
the drug thalidomide, during 
their pregnancy. 

Kvery pregnant wonan who 
took a sedative is wondering 
it' the drug she took con- 
tained Ihe dangerous drug. 
Discovery ' that samples of 
the drug had been handed 
out by physicians in this 
country has raised a new I er- 
ror in the mind of every pros- 
pective parent — "How sure is 
my doctor of the .effects of 
the drugs he. gives me?*' 

The question is raised as to 
whether the laws controlling 
approval of drugs fdr general 
use is tigltt enough. Discus- 
sion of the pros and cons of 
how lo accomplish this end 
without depriving the public 
or the use of beneficial new 
drugs will go on for some 
time, and probably some new 
laws will be added to try to 
forestall the possibility of a 
tragedy such as happened in 
Germany ever happening 
here. 

- But Ihe most amazing fact 
coming out of Ibis tragedy is 
not that a harmful drug 
could have slipped by our 
astute authorities, but that 
thousands of pregnant wom- 
en felt they had to have a 
sedative. And evidently their 
doctors agreed with them, for 
they* supplied the drug. 

Why did so many women 
need the' drug? Were they 
ill? Or simply unwilling to 
face |hc discomforts of preg- 
nancy without a crutch? Are 
the prospective mothers of 
today so lacking in backbone 
that they can't face even the 
prospect of the physical pain 
of becoming a mother with- 
out a sedative or tranquilizer 
to lull them into a false sense 
of security and well-being?
